I've often used my loops indoors and I have had good success. Of course 
it has always been in a wood framed structure and not a metal framed 
one. Yes, they probably couple well into the wiring at times yet I'm 
still usually able to get a useful null, even enough to null out a 
computer monitor 10' feet away. I've worked into Europe many times at 
QRP levels with my loop 8" from the floor (ground floor) before I got my 
outside antenns up. All of this was on 20m with a 3 foot diameter loop. 


An outside antenna will always work better but sometimes you just have 
to what you gotta do. 


In any case, I don't think any of us answered Alan's question as to 
where he can buy one.

Gang, 


As is becoming tradition, Steve NOTU and I hoofed it up Mt. Herman today to 
play radio in the QRP Afield event. For a change, we weren't planning any 
camping, so the heavy packs were left behind in favor of lighter day packs. 
Boy, did that ever make a difference in the climb up the mountain! I can't 
remember the last time I got up to the top of Mt. Herman without feeling 
gassed.

I don't subscribe to conspiracy theories. No the LotW is not a bad thing 
at all. It's too bad that if one brings up an issue that is of concern 
to someone it is immediately dismissed without a second thought, turned 
into an argument, or attack, or all of the above. Obviously, I'm talking 
about the log data (when I made acontact with whom, how often etc., 
etc.). 


Since the FCC does not require anyone to keep a log, _my_ log data is 
not public record, regardless of the fact that the data could be 
(somewhat) reconstructed from other sources (other ham's logs). It still 
is data that _I_ provide. I would like to see a formal statement as to 
what happens to it. Just as with contests, the success of the LotW 
depends on participation. If I were the ARRL I would do everything 


possible to make prospective participants as comfortable with it as 
possible. 


Another thing to think about is that in certain cases the data collected 
by the ARRL could be made available to proceedings by court order. I 
know, we have nothing to hide. 


Anyway, apparently the ARRL is about to fix this. So it may be a moot 
point already. I'm looking forward to reading the privacy and disclosure 
statement.

These notes describe a DOS control program for an AD9850 
frequency synthesizer using serial input. It isa 
reworking of a program I did about ten years ago. Not all 
of the features of the original are applicable to this 
synthesizer, and not all are functioning at this time in 
this early release. The description below is of features 
currently implemented. 


Hardware: 


Serial or parallel port control allowed. Parallel port is 
recommended because it is at TTL levels and doesn't require 
level translation. 


Program use and features: 


Frequency control may be done by use of the UP & DOWN arrow 
keys or by direct keyboard entry. When adjustment is by 
the arrow keys, the current step is used. Steps of 1, 5, 
10, 50, 100, 500 and 1000 Hertz are selectable. Step size 
is increased with the Right Arrow key and decreased with 
CONTROL-Right Arrow. 


There's a Memo memory. “-M stores the current main 
register into this memory and *-S swaps the main and memo 
registers, thus putting the stored frequency into the 
synthesizer. 


There's also a bank of 16 additional memories. PG-DN 
enters the memory mode. Arrow up and down keys select 


memories. Arrow-Right stores the current main register 
into the selected memory. Arrow left moves the selected 
memory to the main register and quits the memory mode. PG- 
UP quits the memory mode without changing the main 
register. Each memory has a free text field where you can 
record the reason you recorded this frequency, such as a 
net, calling frequency, or DX call heard. 


There's a SCAN function for the memory mode, started by 
pressing S. Speed of the scan is adjustable. Individual 
memories may be locked out of scan. 


In addition to memory scan, there's also a band scan 
function. You set the high and low limits and begin the 
scan, which repeats continuously. The frequency step is as 
you selected previously and the scan rate is adjustable 
during the scan with the arrow keys. 


There's a main help screen accessed with F1 giving all main 
command keys, plus mini-help screens according to context. 

There's also a "hardware" screen giving the connector pins 

to use for serial or parallel control. 


All registers--main, memo, scan limits, and 16 memories, 
are visible on screen at all times. 


STUFF NOT UPDATED OR VERIFIED YET: 


RIT and XIT control. This program was originally written 
for a synthesizer that had two frequency registers, so the 
program could load them both independently. The AD9850 
doesn't have this. However, I still want to implement 
something similar even though loading in the 40 bits may 
take a little too long for QSK T/R swapping. The idea 
would be to have a separate T/R status line to the port 
(serial or parallel) and when the program senses that the 
'T' line has been asserted, it will immediately load TX 
frequency data. 


BAND functions. The program was originally written for a 
limited synthesizer that tuned 5.0 to 5.5 MHz for use with 
a heterodyne type rig. The program contained offsets for 
each band and would display the equivalent transceiver 
transmit and receive frequencies. Not functional for the 
AD9850 synthesizer yet. But since the AD9850 has a wide 
range, just keep it in the VFO mode and select any 
frequency. The ability to adjust for a heterodyne type rig 
may still be useful, so I want to update it eventually. 


Also, the program has the ability to use a rotary encoder 
(which I called "analog knob") and I haven't tested that on 
the new synth either. 


Oh yeah--fairly important. I just remembered that Trevor's version 

uses a faster clock, so I need to program in a switch for that. 

(There are various ways of multiplying a frequency by 2432 and 

then dividing that by 100,000,000 and the method I used is 

probably a little rigid. That's why I don't yet have a calibrate routine. 
I'll probably have to change my math method yet again.)

The NE602/612 mixer IC is used in a lot of qrp designs as a receive 
mixer and product detector, but one of the problems with it is poor 
dynamic range due to its low current draw design. So, the idea is... 
why not stack 2 or 3 of them and possibly adjust some of the component 
values (resistors) around the mixer to increase the current draw and 
possibly also lower the tendency to overload in use as a front end for 
a receiver?

Thanks, that makes sense too. What I am doing is building a version of 
the Roy Lewellen 

"optimized QRP" as described in QST back in 1980 and a few of the ARRL 
handbooks 

as well. I built one once before but had problems with hum and 
microphonics. It uses a 

diode ring. I've been reading from "Experimental Methods in RF design", 
that this effect 

is mainly due to LO leakage in a direct conversion receiver. 


It's an interesting concept, your local oscillator can be radiated and 
then detected in a direct conversion receiver. You would think that 
since the signal is your own LO, then the result would be no signal 
detected. This is not so. What if it comes back in a different phase and 
your antenna is blowing around in the wind so 

that phase is varying randomly? The detected output of the phase changed 
LO is DC, but if the phase changes quickly, then a different DC value 
results 

and you get a loud "pop". With your 100db or so of audio 

amplification, you hear all kinds of strange noises and hum from nearby 
power lines, power supplies, etc. I didn't understand why my DC receiver 
was doing such things until I read about LO leakage. It makes sense now. 


The 602 has a much lower LO leakage 

probably due to internal buffering as compared to a diode ring mixer as 
used in 

the original "optimized". (at least in the one I built) I think the 
circuit using 

the 4053 is a variation on the diode ring. I understand that a diode 
ring mixer can have a very low LO leakage if constucted properly or a 
packaged 

diode ring like a TUF-1 is used, or an RF amp is between it and the 
antenna. 


I'll look into the FET mixer idea, this might be the way to go, ora 
diode ring 


with more careful construction and consideration for LO radiation.

Below are my suggestions for the Monthly QRP Field Day (MQFD). I have 
tried my best to make suggestions so that it will be a something for 
everyone event, be it casual operator, contester, field operation 
experimenter etc. And notice that these are merely suggestions, so feel 
free to add any input you might have that will enhance the events.1. 
Keep it legal ! All participants must have a valid Amateur Radio license 
to participate. All operation must be within your license class 
privileges, and all operation must be within one of the many Amateur 
Radio bands, and should only operate in the mode specific sub bands, 
ie: CW in the CW sub bands, SSB in the phone bands etc... Use good 
operating practice to enhance goodwill, in other words, respect the 
fact that some folks just want to operate, and some folks like to 
make it a contest - this way everyone can enjoy !2. All operation 
should be done at or below QRP power levels. This would be 5 watts 
and below for CW, and 10 watts and below for SSB. You digital operators 
can make power level suggestions for modes like PSK, RTTY, Packet etc. 
All operation should be done without benefit of commercial power. 
Power sources such as batteries, solar panels, wind and pedal 
powered generators etc should be used.3. All operation should be 
from a field location. Qualifying field locations can be places such 
as mountain and hill tops, camp grounds, city parks, your back yard, 
your back porch, or in a cow pasture if you want ! Operation from 
campers, tents, picnic shelters, house boats, caves etc would all be 
permissible. Basically anywhere you can setup a station without 
benefit of commercial power would be allowed.4. Operators wishing 
to operate rag chew style, would simply setup a station in the manor 
outlined above, and operate to your hearts content. You can qso with 
other participants, non participants, basically anyone that carries a 
valid Amateur Radio license. Don't worry about how many qso's you 
make, just make quality conversation and have fun. And be sure and 


let us all know about your setup afterwards, fill us in on 
interesting qso's, unique operations you had, special antennas etc 
etc. this way it can be a learning experience for us all. The main 
thing is to have fun and learn how to operate in unique situations - 
remember, we all may be called upon sometime to operate this way when 
the "GRID" is dead !5. Groups of operators wishing to compete 
against each other, should set up as outlined above. Each group 
should agree upon their own contest rules. Things like points and 
multipliers, contest qso exchanges, event time limits etc should be 
agreed upon before the event by each individual group. Groups would 
include 2 or more operators wishing to compete against each 
other, local club members wishing to compete against each other, or 
widespread national or DX club members wishing to compete. Contest 
operation could also be achieved by the ragchewers too, things like, 
one with the longest qso wins, most interesting qso 
wins (this one would have to be voted on within the respective 
group), most unusual setup, use your imagination ! Again, have fun and 
enjoy the great outdoors !6. Events would take place on the last 
Saturday of each month, and could run the entire 24 hours if you 
want, or the entire weekend for that matter. The main idea is to 
get out and have fun operating QRP style !Now, the rest is all up to you 
! Pick your Saturday and your style of operation, pack up the gear, some 
hot dogs for the grill, your favorite snacks and beverages and head out 
into the wilds of our city parks and back yards and have some fun ! And 
last but not least, KEEP IT SAFE !
